To amend an Act passed in the Forty-ninth Year of the 
Reign of King Geoege the Third, for amending the Irish 
Roads Act. 



The Words printed in Italics are proposed to be inserted 
in the Committee.] 



by an Act passed in the forty-ninth year of Preamble, 
his Majesty King Geokge the Third, intituled, “ An Act . 
for amending the Irish Road Acts,” it was, amongst other things, 
enacted, That, for the safety and convenience of Passengers and Tra- 
5 vellers upon the Public and other Roads, certain Penalties should be 
imposed upon Persons not keeping the proper side of the Road : 

And whereas in many instances the Law cannot be carried into 
effect, by reason of the difficulty of ascertaining the Names’ and 
Places of Abode of the several offenders : 

I0 And whereas it is also .necessary to devise some better mode of 
protecting His Majesty’s Subjects in Ireland from the consequences 
arising from the furious driving of Horses along the Public and other 
Roads ; 

il5<& it therefore d£namt>, by The KING’S most Excellent 
Majesty, by and with the Advice and Consent of the Lords Spiritual 
and Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, 
and by the Authority of the same, THAT from and after the passing Owners of 
of this Act, the owner of every Waggon, Dray, Cart or Car, and also ^H^rJiaU 
of every Coach, Post-chaise, Gig, Jaunting Car or other carriage, r their

Carriages not And be it Enacted, That it shall and may be lawful for any 
Number,' 6 Magistrate, Constable, Turnpike-keeper, or Supervisor, or Road 
NmShmon, Surveyor to stop and detain any such Waggon, Dray, Cart, Car or 20 
toined 6de ot ^ er carriage as aforesaid, which shall not have the Number, 
County and Barony painted thereon, in manner hereinbefore 
directed, together with the Horse or Horses, or other Beast, by 
which the same is drawn, and forthwith to bring or convey the same, 
or the owner or driver thereof, before any Justice of the Peace for 25 
the County, County of a City, or County of a Town in which the 
offence is committed ; or for any Person whatsoever to lodge an 
information against the Owner or Driver of such Waggon, Dray, 
Cart, Car or other carriage as aforesaid, and upon his being 
convicted thereof, upon the oath of One credible Witness, or on the 30 
view of such Magistrate, he shall forfeit and pay any sum not 
exceeding to be levied by distress and 

sale of the goods and chattels of such owner or driver, or by distress 
and sale of the car or carriage so detained, or of the goods and 
chattels thereon, such distress to be made by warrant under the 
hand and seal of such Justice, rendering the overplus, if any, after 
deducting the said fine and expenses of such distress and sale, to the 
owner or owners on demand ; One-half of said fine to be paid to 
the Informer, and the other Half to the Poor of the Parish in which 
the offence has been committed ; and every Person driving such 40 
Waggon, Dray, Cart, Car, or other carriage as aforesaid, in a furious 
manner, or who shall refuse to stop and permit his number to be 
read and taken, shall, on conviction thereof, forfeit for every such 
offence a sum not less than Ten or more than 
to be recovered in the manner hereinbefore directed, and if not 

immediately 
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immediately paid upon conviction, it shall and may be lawful for 
such Justice or Justices as aforesaid, and he is Hereby empowered 
and required to commit such offender so convicted, without bail 
or mainpnze, to the common Gaol for any time not exceeding 



5 And be it Enacted, That every Person offending as aforesaid, 
shall likewise forfeit and pay for any damage to property which 
shall happen in consequence of such furious driving, or anv such 
neglect or default as aforesaid, such sum of money as shall appear 
to such Justice or Justices to be a reasonable compensation to the 
■ o owner of such property for the injury sustained by him, to be levied 
by distress and sale of the goods and chattels of such owner or 
driver as aforesaid and as hereinbefore directed, and paid to the 
owner of the property that has been injured.

AND whereas by the laws now in force in Ireland, when any s6Geo.' 3) 

15 Swine or other beasts are found wandering upon any public Road, or c,55 ’ ,-6 9 - 
about the Streets or Passages of any Town, such Swine or beasts may 
be seized, impounded and sold, for the the purpose of enforcing 
payment of a Penalty : And whereas it may in many cases be expe- 
dient that a power should exist of inflicting Penalties for such nuis- 
20 ances, without resorting to a seizure of the Swine or other animals 
causing the same; BE it therefore Enacted, That in case any Cattle 
Pig, Cow, beast or other animal shall be found wandering upon any ^TplTdii 
public Road, or about any Street or Passage of any Town, it shall til ‘ Pe ' ,alt y 
and may be lawful for any constable or other person to procure the ***' 

25 owner of such Pig, Cow, beast or other animal to be summoned 
before a Justice of the Peace of the county within which such Pig, 

Cow, beast or other animal shall be so found wandering ; and in 
case that such constable or other person as aforesaid should not 
know the owner of such Pig, Cow, beast or other animal, it shall 
30 and may be lawful for such constable or other person to seize and 
drive it or them to the pound nearest to the place where it or they 
may be found trespassing, contrary to the provisions of this Act, 
there to remain until the owner shall appear and demand his or her 
property, notice of which to the person impounding, the pound- 
33 keeper is hereby authorized and required to give ; and such Justice 
is hereby authorized and required summarily to hear and determine 
such complaint, upon the appearance of the Party summoned, or in 
his or her absence, if proof shall be given that such summons has 
been personally served upon him or her, or left at his or her usual 
40 place of abode ; and in case of the proof of such offence, by the 
oath of a credible Witness, or the confession of the Party charged, 
such Justice is hereby authorized and required to convict such 
offender in a penalty not exceeding and not less

as any other penalty imposed by this Act, and to be applied in the 
manner hereinbefore provided.
